The black-browed Hess appeared 
much relieved by his confession and 
for the first time since the trial be­ 
came engaged in lively conversation 
with other prisoners In the box Just 
before the .session opened.

Motorists who occasionally delve 
into the whys and wherefores of j 
car design may wonder why it is j 
that when a car is headed up a long, j 
steep hill thc front of thc engine | 
doesn’t begin to starve for oil. Thc 
question is an interesting one be­ 
cause some of thc pioneer engines 
did that very thing Let's look into 
the la d s: 
Modern engines are lubricated by 
oil circulating to every part under 
pressure. Tile pump often picks up 
the oil toward Hie rear of thc en­ 
gine so that there will be no in­ 
terruption In supply when the car Is 
headed up a steep incline, although 
if the oil pick-up is low enough It 
is not likely to go dry anyw here; 
around the center of the oil pan. As 
a further safeguard the oil pan is 
fitted with baffies which check the

splash. Obviously if oil all ran to the . 
front of the engine on a steep de- '■ 
cline the situation would have no j 
serious results since thc engine Is j 
then idle or actually being pushed by 
thc car itself.

Tile mixture which 
these jets provide is too lean for 
power and speed, especially on hills. 
Change back to the original size 
jets for normal operation. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"The hydraulic braking systems 
of some cars have been in service 
so many years we should expect most 
anything in the way of trouble. It 
isn't necessarily the sort of trouble 
that will tie you up on the road, 
but simply Hiat slow deterioration 
of the system which will bring on a 
lot of chronic ailments. 
"Chief trouble now is that cor­ 
rosion and rust have started making 
themselves 
known.

such as the pistons of tile brake 
cylinders.
